SERENE Hereas the Kings moſt Pxcellent Mateſtie for the Portion of 
VA V/S/ (off his deare Conſort the Queene, bath Jately recemed ſome good 
\ VAAN fommes of money of the Coyne of France,which his Mateſte 
\ \-\ Pl NN gaveorder ſhould h:ue beene new ſtamped and coyned in his 

\ \\ V7 {& | Highnefle Myntwithin the T ower of London, bat by reaſon of 
WAYS NA the infection of the Plague in and about the City of London, 
CANS 7 ff which hath alſo taken hold of many of the VV orkemen1n the 
Mynt, the ſame cannotbeeſo [peedily performed as His Miteſties moſt publique, 
and prelsing occaſions,eſpecially the furniſhing of His Royall Fleete and Armie do 
require; His Maiteſiie vpon mature deliberation with His }'rite Counceth, hath 
tound it neceſlary to make vſe of the ſaid Coyne 1n Specie as he received 1th om his 
good Brother the French King. And to that end and purpoſe doth hereby pub- 
liſh and declare, That the filuer Coyne of France called the ( ardecue ſhalbe from 
henceforth currant within his Maieſties Dominions at the value of Ninetcenpence 
halte peny , being the ſelfe-ſame value at which 1tis currant 1n the Countrey of 
France. Neuertheleſle for auoyding of ſuch inconuemience as might enſue to His 
Highneſle and his louing Subie&s by bringing in and vttering light Coyne, His 
Maieſtie doth ſtraicly forbid , That no perſon or perſons doe at any time hereaf- 
ter importinto this Realme,or any his Maieſties Domintons any of the ſaid Coyne 
called (ardecues ypon paine of confiſcation of the Coyne ſoto bee imported : the 
one molty thereof to His Maieſtie, and the other moity to him that ſhall ſeize the 
ſame. Anddoeth alſo ftraitly charge all Cuſtomers , Comptrollers , Searchers, 
and other Officers of His Highneſſe Ports, to make diligent ſearch andlſeizure of 
all ſuch Coyne as ſhall bee imported contrary to His Mateſties Royall Proclama- 
tion. Ciueu at the Court at Tichfeld the fourth day of Seprember,in the firſt yeere of His
